to Dewey that < ’amnia's squadron was 
on its way to tbo Philippines.

port was denied nine «lays later, win n 
the advices from Mr. W ard had been 
received. 
At G ibraltar Mr. Ward remained tor 
several days, collecting information and 
making acquaintances, one of 
whom 
was a prominent Spanish sympathizer

consented to give him a photograph 
Ha had a photograph taken at once and 
gave it to his friend. 
It had been !it> 
intention to go to the Canaries to learn
